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DESOLATION IN GREECE. 


The Region Round About Athens— 
What Becameof a Country Whose 
Forests are Destroyed. 


A correspondent of the London 
Times, writing from Athens, speaks of 
the desolation of the country, caused 
by the-destruction of the forests and 
the practice of permitting goats to run 
‘wild; and adds: It is not God's pro- 
vidence but man’s improvidence that 
one has to thank for this evil. It is 
centuries of human unthrift and stol- 
idity which has made of Attica a font 
desert for.six or seven months in the 
year. There was a time, as Sopho- 
cles tells us, and as the guide-bocks 
translate, when beautiful fields 
bloomed, when nightingales sighed 
and lamented among the groves of 
Colonus, along its green hedges and 
walls man 
are mentioned when the Cephisus and 
Ilissus were streams of water and not 
beds of arid stones as they are now; 
when people could talk of sacred foli- 
age, teeming with fruits in shady 
coolness, nourished by gentle breezes, 
untouched by storms. The ravages 
of man have done away with all that. 
Men still living here remember the 
fires with which thé last strips of for- 
ests in the glens ef Hymettus and 
Pentelicus gleamed round Athens 
night after night as they do now in- 
cessantly in the gorges of the moun- 
tains of Albani visible from Corfu. 
The savage cultivators of the soil in 
these regions burn their woods to fer- 
tilize the fields with their ashes. By 
the destruction of trees of many ages’ 
growth, they insure a paltry crop for 
one season. But the experiment can 
not be twice made; the havuc is now 
complete; the mischief can no further 
go. With every trace of vegetation, 
every vestiage of moisture vanished 
early inthe spring from the Attic 
land. Before the end of May every- 
thing is parched, burnt, pulverized. 
Nothing can be more astonishing than 
the tantalizing barrenness of the 
clouds which at that time of the year 
hang heavily on the horizon— 
phantom clouds, pregnant in ap- 
pearance with very deluge, yet hardly 
Squeezing out a drop or two just to 
sprinkle withont ever laying the dust. 

he horrors of such a drought are 
common enough throughout southern 
Italy and Spain, and the population 
of Madrid, for instance, ought to 
preserve a lively recollection of it. 
But there Queen Isabella brought in 
living streams from the Sierra de 
Guadarama, and now the Spanish 
capital, with a zone of about two 
miles around it, is being turned from 
a desert into a garden. We are told 
that water will likewise be brought, 
or even is actually being brought into 
Athens, as also into Florence and 
Naples. But for what concerns the 
Greek city it must be borne in mind 
that it has, unfortunately, no snow 
mountains within reach no sacred 
grove where springs may be 
coaxed up and nursed and screened 
from the heat of the sun’s furnace. 
All around is bare and scorched and 
desolate. Noone plants trees here; 
no trees planted would have any 
chance of living, and where nature 
by the inexhaustible strength of her 
recuperative energies, puts forth here 
a bud, there a bulb, where a chance 
seed dropped from a bird or wafted 
by the wind might be the means of 
covering the land with trees and bless- 
ing it with new verdure and moisture, 
the murderous goats comes browsing, 
crops up, tears up, the very rock to 
which the roots cling with unavailing 
vital instinct.

crazy. They remain standing for 
some time — then commence Kicking 
furiously until perfectly exhausted; 
and often when in harness and at work 
the same symptoms attack them and 
render them useless. The disease is 
not fatal. One of the animals 
was killed for the purpose 
of dissection but the brain was ap- 
parently healthy, and there was no 
trace of poison in the stomach or 
blood. As yet the disease does net 
affect the horses of neighboring farms. 
Many sheep are dying in the region 
between Tulare and the lake. The 
owners have not deteamined whether it 
is on account of some disease or poison 
weed. The fattest and best sheep die 
first. W. L. Overhiser, breeder of 
thoroughbred stock, San Joaquin 
county, has reeently lost 53000 worth 
of cattle and hogs from disease which 
he has effectually quelled. The Stock- 
ton Independent says: He first lost a 
mont valuable bull be had on his 
ranch, Twenty-sicth Grand Turk. 
A valuable — heifer was next 
attacked und died. On dissecting her 
it was found that the second stomach 
was filled with dry food, compacted 
so hard that it conid not pass through 
its natural channels. This disease is 
known as the dry murrain, and it is 
= to be caused by eating too much 

dry food. The cause being ascertained 
the remedy was easy—drenching with 
epsom salts. Feeding partly on al- 
falfa, or any green grass, is preventive. 
Mr. Overhiser’s hogs were attacked 
the same time with a disease resem- 
bling diphtheria, but called by far. 
riers the quinzy. It was observed 
that the hogs would sit. on their 
haunches, breathing hard, while their 
jowls were very much swolen and in- 
flamed. After two had died he found 
that thirty in all were afflicted. He 
at once applied remedies, but was un- 
able to save any that were attacked. 
He administered.a compound of sul- 
phur, charcoal and arsenic. to the re- 
mainder of the drove, and succeeded 
in preventing a further spread of the 
disease.

RATTLESNAKE JACK. 


A Redoubtable Indian Fighter in the 
‘Clutches of the Law. 


Sheriff Kyle, of Humboldt county, 


Sunday morning's train having in 
charge Rattlesnake Jack, who was 
arrested in Sacramento on a charge of

having stolen some horses near Stein 
mountain. Jack was an object of 
great interest to everybody on the 
train. He was rigged in a full suit of 
buckskin, fringes, beads and all, and 
looked like the cover of a dime novel. 
His name is Charles Carson, he is 


about thirty years of age aud claims 
to be a nephew of Kit Carson. He 
was one of Howard’s scouts, and on 
his arrest wrote to that Christian war- 
rior, protesting his innocence, asking 
interference in his behalf and signing 
himself “Charles Carson, or Lone Rat- 
tlesnake Jack of the Black Hills.“ 
The Winnemucca Silver State gives 
this account of him: Jack states 
that he has served in several Indian 
wars, having begun in 1884, and dur- 
ing the past cight months has been 
operating against the Snakes and 
other Indians, depredating in Idaho, 
Montana, Oregon, etc. He has killed 
ten Indians and secured six of their 
scalps, four of which he had with him 
when arrested. He says that he has 
been at different times engaged 
in fighting the Apaches, 
Perces and Modocs. His state- 
ment is that he was born in Tucson, 
Arizona, and is a nephew of Kit 
Carson. The Apaches killed his 
mother, sister and brothers, and this, 
coupled with the fact that they cap- 
tured him and kept him prisoner for a 
long time, he finally escaping during 
a buffalo hunt, caused him to swear 
undying hostility to the redskins. 
His father is now living at Los An- 
geles, and he was going thither when 
arrested. He declares that he has 
committed no crime, and cannot un- 
derstand why he should be wanted by 
the authorities. Jack claims to be an 
intimate friend of Buffalo Bill and 
Captain Jack, who, he says once res- 
cued him from the Indians. He has 
as arms a good Winchester rifle, navy 
size breech-loading revolver, and a 
big knife.” 

Jack confided to a GAZETTE re- 
pa that it took eight men to arrest 

im in Sacramento, which he con- 
sidered an excellent joke, as he never 
thought of resisting. It bothered him 
to be handcuffed, however. He also 
mentioned with pride that he once 
kept cases at Jack Williams’ faro 
game in Virginia City.

A Few Items About a Very Flour- 
ishing Town. 

A GAZETTE reporter yesterday visit- 
Wadsworth and found the town in a 
flourishing condition. Wadsworth 
has a population of about 500, has a 
neat school-house which is also used 
for a church when a clergyman fhap- 
pens along, three hotels, five groceries 
and other business houses. It is the 
terminus of the Humboldt and Truckee 
division of the C. P. R. R. and is 
therefore well patronized by railroad 
men. The largest machine shop east 
of Sacramento is located there. A 
good deal of teaming is done. About 
thirty teams leave every twenty-five 
days, with from 14 to 22 animals to 
the team and each carries from 35,000 
to 40,000 pounds of freight. The 
teams go to Benton, Downeville, Ells- 
worth, Columbus, Ione, Grantville 
(where a twenty-stamp mill is now 
going up for the Alexander company), 
Silver Peak, Gold mountains, Bisho 
creek and other points. Wadswort 
is well supplied with saloons, of course. 
It is a guiet, well conducted little town 
and has the merit of being Republi- 
can and like wise has the judgement to 
subscribe eagerly for the GazeTTe.
